| TO FIGHT EXTRADITION TO 


ENGLAND.

PARIS, Tuesday. 
Tha warrant for the arrest of Captain 
Charles William Augustus Arthur, charged 
with receiving a stolen cheque for 2150. 000, 
in connection with the Robinson case, which» 
ended in London to-day, was received here 
during the forenoon. 
Captain Arthur was formally arrested on 
that charge at the Súreté Générale’ (C. I. D.) 
ab two e’tlock this afternoon, and will appear 
for a preliminary examination before the 
magistrate at 3 p.m. on Thursday. In the 
meantime he has passed the afternoon with 
M. Paul Gide, the French avocat, who is 
also a member of the English Bar, to whom 
he has entrusted his interests, and on whose 
advice he has now definitely decided not to re- 
turn to England voluntarily, as he w. 
ready to do so yesterday, but to resist the 
demand for extradition made by the British 
Government. 
The grounds on which M: Gide may elect 
to fight the case are not yet definitely known. 
Captain Arthur himself is credited with & 
desire to press the point that the British 
authorities cannot succeed against him here 
without revealing the name of the signatory 
of the cheque, hitherto kept secret in the 
London Court proceedings. 
M. Gide seems to have been attracted at 
first by the idea that Arthur, born.in County 
Clare, and therefore am Irishman, is a citizen 
of the Free State and not a British subject. 
But he tells me to-night that this plea no 
longer appeals to him. 
There is, however, he said, no _ statute 
regulating our relations with Great Britain 
with regard to extradition except a fifty-year- 
old treaty, and in the present case this may 
furnish us with some surprises. 
This is one reason why, before proceedinc, 
I shall want to post myself in all the det: ails 
of a case, which goes back to 1919, and | 
have already asked to be furnished with full 
information from Landon.
